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Homeless "Stuck" 
In Virginia Beach 

Homeless Advocate 
Calls For Action

"The people of Virginia Be^h 
just don't know the extent of 
poverty that exists in the resort 
city," said Jeff Cantrell, a 
spokesperson for Mothers Inc. 
"And you can't sq>anue hunga and 
homelessness from poverty." 

Fifteen homeless youths last 
week protested the demolition of a 
rundown mgtel on Cypress Avenue 
they wele using as a home. The 
protest became a standoff, the po- 
lice moved in and the youths were 
arrested. 

According to Cantrell, the youths 
who lived in that honte came from 
all over the East Cc^st for various 
reasons. 

"Many come from the Ap- 
palachian range, the Northeast and 
as far as Rorida looking for a job," 
said Cantrell. "These individuals 
usually find seasonal employment 
at the resort area, but once the 
summer is over, they lose their 
jobs. 

"Once they lose their jobs, they 
can't afford rent and then they get 
placed out on the street with no 
money to return from where they 
originally came from. Basically, 
there stuck here in Virginia Beach." 
Cantrell also said that many of 
the homeless children and young 
adults u-avel to Virginia Beach be- 
cause they, have "dysfunctional" 
parents. 

"The youths runaway from home 
because their parents can't or choose 
not to lake care of them anymore," 
said Cantrell. "These youths grow 
up with childhood problems. And 
of course, these problems affect 
their adulthoods. 

"Mental illness and substance 
abuse account for 90 |«rcentpf the 
homeless living in Virginia Beach. 
They need help!" 

Mothers Inc., is a not-for-profit 
homeless advocacy group which has 
been criticizing city government for 
its lack of action to solve the 
homeless problem in the city. 

The Cypress Gardens Motel 
standoff could have been avoided, 
said Canuell, if Mayor Mcyera 
Obemdorf and city council had been 
more responsive to the requests of 
the homeless youths. 

"All she had to do was send a 
representative to listen to the 
homeless," said Cantrell. "City 
council is not receptive to the needs 
of the homeless." 

At an April 2 city council meet- 
ing, it was announced that the city 
government staff is planning to 
meet homeless persons to listen to 
their needs. 

Brenda McCormick, Mother Inc. 
executive director, has been in jail 
' since the standoff and refuses to pay 
a personal recognizance bail. She 
is adamantly protesting the city's 
lack of action through a hunger 
strike. 

According to Cantrell, she is de- 
manding the following: 

• The city should provide 
enough hotel rooms for 30 people 
until the end of April. 

• The city should provide sub- 
sidized housing for single homeless 
people for 18 months to help them 
"get on their feet." 

Currently, homeless youths have 
to rely on churches which take 
turns providing winter shelters and 
meals. The homeless are able to 
obtain one daytime meal each, pro- 
vided by a church ^x)up at the Fire 
Escape, a missionary outreach cof- 
feehou^ on 19th Street. These two 
programs will be ending April 30. 

Cantrell also said that many 
peq)le in Virginia Beach have mis- 
ccHKeptions about Uie hcmieless. 

"The people who were yelling 
'gel a job' at the standoff are the 
ones who are refusing to take re- 
sponsibility for the fact that the 
American dream is not working for 
some peopte," Cantrell said. 

"Those critics of the poor want 
the homeless to lake low-paying 
jobs at the oceanfront such as a 
dishwasher, but they don't want 
them to sleep on the beach at night. 
How can they afford rent with a 
minitrium wage job? It's an irony 
ihai nep/1«i tn he addressed" 

Canirell said that he predicts the 
homeless problem will only get 
worse tt the rate it is gwig. 

"The children who Wit holtieless 
are going to produce children who 
are hniwkss," Cantrell said.

Reporter Recounts Reah^e Tragedy 
Of Homeless Fighting For Their Shelter 
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As I pulled into the Wave 
Riding Vehicles parking lot, I 
had to Aeer to the right quickly 
because a police offices' mounted 
on horseback was heading to a 
peaceful protest of homeless 
youths trying to block the demo- 
litiOT of a dilapidated motel on 
Cypress Avenue near 19th Street. 

I grabbed my camera bag and 
ran through a crowd to see what 
all the commotion was about. 

About 20 homeless youths had 
stationed themselves on two ho- 
tel rooftops and at the main en- 
trance while a police officer 
yelled through a blow horn: "If 
you don't leave, you will be sub- 
ject 10 arrest." 



It was their only home, many 
of the youths told me. That is 
why they were staring down a 
massive bulldozer ready to pul- 
verize their cinder-block haven, 
the remains of the old, burned 
down Cypress Gardens Motel. 

Next to Cyi^ess Avenue stood 
a small 30-man poUce army ready 
to haul the protesters to jail. The 
Richmond-based owner of the 
slum dwelling. Investors Savings 
Bank, requested the police to re- 
move the trespassers from its 
property. 

Then the action started. 

The police simply walked to 
the first group of protesters by 
the enhance and grabbed them. 
In the style of the late sixties' 
hippie and civil rights protests, 
the youths' bodies became limp. 
The officers, therefore, had to 
carry them away. 



The lOO-man crowd behind 
me, mostly neighborhood resi- 
dents, business people on their 
lunch breaks and some homeless 
advocates, started booing and 
hissing the poUce efforts. 

And yes, th^ were a few 
individuals in tte audMiM^ who 
had smiles on their faces as po- 
lice officers loaded the arrestees 
into a school bus which was 
convened into a i»ddy wagon. 

Yet, one panic-strickened 
youth, aiqjearing to be in his late 
teens, started screaming that his 
friend had hem hit in the face and 
had a bloody nose. Another 
terrified kid ran by me with tears 
in his eyes. 

Brenda McCormick. one of the 
Mothers Inc. leaders, was being 
hauled away by two police offi- 
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The Red Mill Farms Civic 
League, according to ftesident 
Lynn Hodges, is hoping to help 
el«;t a city council that will "walk 
hand in hand with the civic league 
with issues that it wants." 

Hodges said the league needs 
council memb^s to b^k it in uy- 
ing to slow down growth in its 
area, which is kx:atal off of General 
Booth Boulevard near D^n Neck. 

Growth is currently the civic 
league's main concern, accoding to 
the league's Vice Presklent Heatho^ 
Malaby. 

"We're concerned about commu- 
nity zoning. We're trying not to 
become ancHher Kempsville area," 
ste^d. 

Ho(^es, who moved to Red Mill 
Farms three years ago, said she did 
so because the area was secluded. 
She ^d there used to be one gro- 
cery store which could barely sur- 
vive; now there are three serving 
the Gomal Booth area. 

"I moved here because I didn't 
want to be in the middle of every- 
thing," said Hodges. 

Malaby said the civic league is 
also concerned with the Green Line, 
tte Sanctt>ridge sewage issi^ and the 
Transfer of Develofmicnt Rights. 

^Tie civK l^gue consists of more 
than 200 families and is a five - 
minute drive to City Hall. 

Ntalaby. a five - year resittent of 
Red Mill Farms, said she approves 
of tbc cuTTMit city council because 
they are "scvt of slow growth right 

She did aikl, though, that city 
council spoi^ loo much moi^y on

"We doi't have any ^xiptns in tt» 
city," slw said 

She also said the city depart- 
ments don't communicate well with 
each other, teacho-s dcm't get paid 
enough and too much attention has 
been placed m Labor Day week- 
end 

Hodges a^eed that too much of 
the city's money has b^n spent on 
studies, and that more "common 
sense should be used." 

All in all., she said, she thinks 
council is doing a fair job. 



Red Mill Farms Civic League Wants 
Council To Back It On Growth Issue 



Hodges said that council is con- 
cerned with the growth in the area, 
yet she said the pieces of land off 
of Goieral Booth Boulevard are the 
only large ones left in the city. She 
said she is afiaki council will rezone 
the land and start building right 
away. Plans for an industrial park 
complex (M) General Booth are al- 
ready in the works, she said. 

"I would want to be careful that 
they don't bring too much growth 
to this ivea too fast. I don't want to 
sec any more homes out here," 
Ifec^said. 

Malaby said the civic league has 
not publicly endorsed any city 
council candidates. The May 1 
councilmanic election has 2S 
candklates vying fcv six seats. 

The two at large incumbents^are 
couiK^il members Nancy Psker and 
William D. Sessoms. 

The remainder of die at large 
candidates are Thomas W. AWxHt, 
Sheldon Comer. Joshua F. Ed- 
wards, Steven W. Jackscm, Paul K.

City wOTfcers Tuesday morning 
started an individual evaluation ol 
homeless young people in an effort 
to fit them into existing city pro- 
grams for the foot. 

And while lo(ddng for a way to 
find shelter, food, transportation and 
jobs for the young adults, the city 
also is grappling with the problem 
of finding housing for families who 
face eviction from motels because 
their sponsoring organization, 
Mqthers, Inc., is running out of 
funds to pay the motel bill. 

Hector Rivera, assistant city 
manager, said that the city is 
under^fed to deal with these types 
of problems, and that affordable 
housing is in short supply. He said, 
however, that city workers — his 
staff and social services workers, 
will try to work out something to . 
^ take care of the homeless. 

Monday over 20 homeless youth 
appeared before council to state 
their case. The young people lost 
their "home" last week when the 
vacant motel on Cypress Avenue at 
which they had been living was 
torn down. 

A number of the youths who re- 
fused to leave, and homeless advo- 
cate, Brenda McCormick, were ar- 
rested. McCormick, of Mothers^ 
Inc., was still in jail Tuesday ani 
on a hunger sU'ike to focus atten- 
tion on the needs of the young 
people. 

Winnie "Angel" Young, a 
spokemian for the group, said thai 



the young people wanted a house ot 
their own where they would have an 
address and a ph<Hie to help them 
gel and keep jobs. She said that the 
youth needed motel rooms only 
until April 30 by which time she 
expected the group would have a 
house. She said that the group 
would run their own house, that no 
alcohol or partying would be al- 
lowed. "We are not bad people. 
Some of us have jobs. We, have 
skilled labor." 

On questioning from Council- 
man Albot Balko, Young said she 
was 18, that she had been on the 
road for two years, that she left 
home "when my mother told me I 
killed my own daughter." She said 
she was not going to take that 
abuse. 

Keith A. Williams had a job in 
hotel maintenance, he said, but lost 
it when he joined the cause of the 
homeless young people last week. 
He said that he also had a home, 
but lost that when he couldn't pay 
the rent. 

He said that "for a lot of these 
people all you have to do is give 
them a chance and a job." He said 
that since his job did not pay 
enough, the only way he could 
make ends meet was to eat at the 
Fire Escape. Tte Fire Escape on 
19th Street was used by M(Mhers, 
Inc.. to serve meals and provide job 
assistance. 

These services will no lon^r be 
available,

New 1990-91 Budget Holds Line On 
Taxes, Includes Salary Increase

The proposed $645,932,624 
operating budget for fiscal 1990- 
91 unveiled Monday manages to 
hold the line on taxes without cur- 
tailing services. The budget also 
includes a three percent general 
salary increase effective July 1 with 
merit adjustments up to five per- 
cent. 

It also shows an increase in ihe 
city's contribution to employee 
health care from $90 to $100 a 
month effective January 1 and an 
increase in a Virginia State Re- 
tirement System (VSRS) conuibu- 
tion for both city and school 
employees. 

The VSRS increase reflects the 
change in police/fire retirement eli- 
gibility from age 55 after 30 years 
of service to age 50 after 25 years 
of service for full retirement bene- 
fits. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 
Jr. presented the budget as based on 
he theme, "Slaying the course." 

He said that the budget makers 
were concerned about avoiding 
higho' i»operty tax rates and main- 
taining the city's high bond rating 
which saves the city money in in- 
terest in the bond market. 



He said that there is no tax in- 
crease (the lax rate approved as part 
of the Capital Improvement Budget 
is $1,032 per $100 valuation effec- 
tive July 1), despite the reduction in 
federal and state funds. 

Walls recommended an adjust- 
ment in the users fees — inflation- 
ary adjustments for development 
fees will be addressed in a future 
ordinance — and an enhancement <tf 
the economic development program 
to wi(kn the tax base. 

The budget also includes 
approximately 118 new positions 
on the city side and 222.5 new po- 
sitions in the school system, wtere 
an additional 133 classroom teach- 
ers are requested by the school 
board. The budget recommends 
full-funding of the school boards 
budget of $284,323,101 44 percent 
of the total budget and 1 1.3 percent 
over the current school b(»rd bud- 
get. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said that during the 
'80s the state and the city shared 
school costs at a 50-50 Iftvel, but 
the city now sees a dramatic rever- 
sal of this trend. The current biKl- 
gei shows 53 percent of Ihe iMidget 
is made up of local funds.

Harassing phone cSls are a nightmare for anyone "who re- 
ceives them. Some are obscene, sonM are annoying and some 
are down right scar){. 

What can a posoft do to put a stop to prank calls? There are 
several qmons. Ntove, have your number changed and unlisted, 
or threaten the caller by telling him you will call the police or call 
his bluff. The latter option can be (tone with a new feature pro- 
vided by C & P Telephone. It's called Caller I.D., and although 
it costs a iHCtty penny, it may he worth it to some. 

Not only can Caller I.D. help catch a prank caller, it can also 
help you screen your calls. The incoming caller's number 
flashes up on a screen before you answer the phone. If the 
number is unfamiliar, you don't have to answer it. Caller I.D. 
may be a plus for school - aged children who are home alone 
who know only to answer calls from certain phone number^ 

Women or children who are at home during the day or at 
night have every right to be afraid if harassing phone calls be- 
come too overbearing. There's no telling what extremes sick 
people will go to to torment someone. Caller I.D. seems to be a 
worthwhile solution. 

Caller I.D. should prove to be a big help in decreasing the 
number of prank calls. Once you read the caller back his own 
number, he would be a fool to call back. Parents with Callgr 
I.D. should put a list of telephone numbers of friends and rela- 
tives by the phone so children can check the incoming number 
before answering the phone. If it's a strange number, don't an- 
swer it If the call was important, the caller will call back. 

The service is not offered in all areas yet, but the phone com- 
pany is working on it. Maybe some day Caller I.D. will be a 
feature that all phones arc equipped with. - K.L.D.

The Virginia Beach City School 
Board recently approved a 
$284,323,101 operating budget for 
1990-91. 

The plan, increased 1 1.27 percent 
over the current budget, provides 
teachers with a three percent pay 
increase, plus longevity step, 
meeting die state niandate. 

The plan also calls for spending 
$624,922 for computer hardware 
and software; earmarks $1.3 million 
to reduce class size in kindergartra 
through second grade, including 
piloting first grade classes in school 
with low achievement scores at IS 



classrooms outside Princess Anne 
ffigh School. 

Another approximately $1.7 
million is included for staffing and 
equipping the new 1 ,600-student 
Glen wood School, the only new 
school which will open at the 
beginning of the 1990-91 school 
year. The spending plan also 
reflects anticipated enrollment 
growth of about 1,200 next fall. 

The number of remedial summer 
school programs for disadvantaged 
students wiU be expanded from two 
to four elementary schools. As part 
of a planned three-year initiaUve, 



The fiscal plan now goes to city 
council for inclusion in the city's 
overall budget and for final 
adoption. The school board and 



city council will meet in joint 
session on Monday April 5, from 2 
to 4 p.m. to discuss the school 
spending plan.

The Bicentennial Of The First Patent Act ■ AprillO, 1790 




Although historians differ, it appears that die first patent governing 
rights to inventions may have originated around die year 600 B.C. in 
southern Italy. But the first patent statute, granting a 10-year monopoly, 
was enacted in Venice in 1474. 

In England at die time of Elizabeth I. inventors had to petition die 
throne for a patent, often in return for favors or in exchange for money. 
The English courts soon denounced such corrupt practices and in 1624 a 
statute was passed by Parliament granting a 14-year monopoly to die first 
true inventor of a new manufacture within the realm. 

Later, many colonial governments in America enacted legislation 
providing incentives to stimulate industries. In 1641, Massachusetts en- 
acted what many consider to be die first general patent statute in America. 
Even before diis statute. Samual (sic) Winslow was granted a 10-year ex- 
clusive right for his particular process of making salt. 

James Madison, in later writings, credited Charles Pinckney with 
proposing a national patent instiUition. Pinckney had been a member of 
die Soudi Carolina legislature, which in 17S4 enacted die first general 
statute in America containing detailed provisions fcM^ the granting of 
patents. 

It became apparent to the Founding Fathers diat die granting of patents

by various states to inventors applying for protection required a centralized 
system. Thus, die Constitution of 1787 contained that authority for such 
in Article I Section 8: "The Congress shall have die Power ... To pro- 
mote the Progress of Science and useful Arts, by securing f(^ limited 
Times to Audiors and Inventors Uie exclusive Right to Uieir respective 
Writings and Discoveries." 

As die nation celebrates die Bill of Rights Bicentennial, it should be 
noted diat die word "right" is used only once in die raiginal Constibition, 
and diat is in connection widi jMXitecting die wo^ss of creators and inven- 
tors. Nowhere else in the document is dierc any jMovision of an exclusive 
right to be granted to any individual or group of individuals. This was die

At the sc^mA slission of the First Congress, on January 8. 1790. Presi- 
(tent WashingttN). in his State of the Unkm nnessage, urged the members to 
imiriement this section of the Constitution. 

"The advancemtmt of i^piculture. Commerce wA Mjmuf«;turcs, by all 
im^w means, will hot, I trust, need lecoriunoadSdn. But I cannot forbear 
intimating to you the exp«iiency of giving effectual encouragement d& well 
to the intioifaxfflon of iww and useful inventions from abfmd, as to the ex- 
erticms d skilrind geniis in producing them at home ..." 

By ¥t\i. 16, abongressional committee consisting of Edanus Burke of 
South Carolina, Ben,^unin Huntington of Connecticut and Lambert Cad- 
walader of New Jersey presented the first patent bill, H.R. 41. On March . 
10, an engr(»sed bill to pnmote the progress of useful arts was read for die 
third time, pass»i, and sexA to the Senate, which suggested amendments. 

On Saturday, April 10, 1790, a message was received from the Presi(tent 
of the United Slates by Mr. Lear, his secretary, notifying Congress that the 
fteadoit had approved tte act and affixed his signature that day. This week 
we (4»erve the 200th anniversary d that important legislation. 

Thnnas Jefferson was, without a doubt, the most gifted inventor of all 
of oax presidents. Yet he never sought a patent. Lincoln is the only presi- 
dent to hold a patent. Anyone who has visited Monticello has been amazed 
at Jeffoson's creative talents in such invrations as the swivel chair, the 
pedometer for counting paces to measure distwce, the duplicating device 
fw middng copies of his letters, etc. But Jefferson found the whole concept 
of monqMlies, even limited ones, rq)ugnant to his icteals. 

Thus, th(»e was a certain irony in the fact that the administration of the 
fu^ Patent Act was to fall on his shoulders. But, as Donald Kelly writes, 
he was ui examiner extracMdinaire. "Given his intense interest in scientific 
matters and his intellectual approach to every issue, he was admirably 
suited for the duties he would assume as head of of the three-member 
Patent Board called for in the new law. The Board, (wganized in the 
Department of State where Jefferson served as Secretary, also included the 
Secretary <rf War and the Attorney General." 

Histnians recount that Jefferson was the moving and guiding spirit of 
the patoit board, which fcmnulated the principals, rules and pr^tices of the 
4)atem system of that time. It is reported that he pwsonally examined every 
applkatim whk;h can^ before the board. 

Just two months after the Patent Act went into effect, it is interesting to 
see how Jefferson's attiUide had changed. He wrote. "An act of Congress 
authorizing the issue of patents for new discoveries has given a spring to 
invention beyond my conception. Being an instrument in granting the 
patents. I am acquainted with the discoveries. Many of them indeed are tri- 
fling, but there are some of great consequence, which have been proved of 
I^actice, and others which, if they stand the same proof, will {H-oduce 
greater ^ecL" 

At the Centennial Celebration of the First Patent Act, President Ben- 
jamin Harrison observed, "Ownership in the clumsy device, which savage 
hands fashioied from wood and stone, was obvious to the savage mind; but 
it required a long period to bring the public to a realization of the fact that 
it was quite as essential that invention, taking shapes useful to men, 
should be recognized and secured as propoty. That is Uw woric of the patent 
system as it has been established in this country. It cannot be doubted by 
any, I think, that the security of property in inventions has been highly 
[»omotive of the advance our country has made in the arts and sciences. 
Nothing more stimulates effort than security in the results of effort."

Librarians are certainly the 
stars of the Infmmation Age. 

That is why the Virginia Beach 
public library system is 
emphasizing the national theme 
"Re^h For A Star — Ask A Li- 
brarian" in its Library Week 
Observance, from April 22 to 28. 

During the same week, other 
neighboring library systems, un- 
der the direction of the Tidewater 
Area Library Directors Council, 
are celebrating the roles of librar- 
ians. " 

"Librarians guide patrons to 
resources which help them gel 
answers from a vast amount of 
infwmation available," said Mary 
Mayer-Hennelly, a TALDC 
spokesperson and assistant Nor- 
folk library director.

According to Mary Ann Shel- 
ton. a Virginia Beach program- 
ming librarian, there are over 
652,000 books in Virginia 
Beach's nine libraries and book- 
mobile.

Patrons are also able to use the 
library system's other informa- 
tion resources such as magazines, 
newspapers, audio and visual 
cassettes, phonograph records, 
microforms, pamphlets and large 
print selections. 



The city has 35 professional 
and managoial librarians to han- 
dle this array of information. 

If a patron cannot find a book 
or other resource material in Vir- 
ginia Beach, the library system 
participates in an interlibrary loan 
program with neighboring cities 
that belong to TALDC. an orga- 
nization consisting of library and 
assistant library directors from 
the Tidewater region. 

Librarians, of course, are sup- 
posed to make libraries run 
smoothly.

commofq>]ace under the former Go^^Brncv Gerald Baliles. 

The Commonwealth adopted a new $26 billion budget fox the next two 
years beginning July 1. 1990, and ending June 30, 1992, which included a 
five percent raise fw teachers' salaries in the first year of the biennium, a 
five percent raise for stiite employees btcAxn into a three percent increase 
July 1 and «i addition^ t«w percent DeconbK 1, and provided the govomor 
with a $200 millicm resove fund that probably wUl be used for salary in- 
creases in the second yev of die Mennium. 

While providing Itese salary increases and otherwise balancing the bud- 
get, the legislates also revised the pension tax reform pn^ram adopted 
during die special session of the Genial Assembly in 1989. The legisla- 
tor, who admitted diey acted in haste w^ without as much informatioi as 
they needed, voted to rescind an>pxim!aely $116 millicm of the pension 
tax refwm while at the same time benefiting those in die lower retirement 
incmne brackets more than the frogram adopted in the 1989 special ses- 
sion. 

The city fared weU given the circumstances of this General Assembly 
session, llie city council had very wisely taken a ccmsovative apprtxch to 
this session and it pared back our legislative package to a few qiecific re- 
quests for the city. We also supported five teoader effwts that were sup- 
ported on a regional basis that included North and South Hampton Roads. 
The region's and the city's greatest priority was that the ability to utilize 
the real property tax not be restricted. 

This was totally successful with the impetus to restrict a localities' 
ability to raise imiperty taxes blunted by Uie reality that diis is one of the 
few revenues available to localities without control. Thoe was also a last 
minute effort by some groups to limit the city's meal and room tax but 
this effon was defused. Limiting the meal and room tax would have been 
very detrimratal to the revitalization of die Virginia Beach Resort Area that 
would have had dire consequences to the entire Commonwealth because of 
tiie fact tiiat Virginia Beach's tourism is a cash cow to otiier areas of the 
Commonwealth. 

Anotiier regional issue - transp(»tation, aldiough not receiving a great 
amount of attention, was successful in that a study resolution passed that 



will lode at die bansptMtation financing needs of Hampton Roads and re- 
port to die 1991 General Assembly session. The report may or may not 
recommend a regional tran^rtation financing authority but diis issue, 
which was [m)p(»ed by die Soudieastem Virginia Planning District Com- 
~inisgon. deserve more exmnination beitne it is eidier accqited m written 
oif. The other two regional issues, indigent care funding and an increase in 
reimbursement for local jails, received virtually no attention but diis prob- 
ably can be attributed completely to the scarcity of any dollars availabk in 
Richmond for new initiatives. 

Furthermore, the city was successful in receiving appropriations of ap- 
proximately $57,000 for die Virginia Marine Science Museum and over 
$74,000 over die biennium for the Virginia Beach Center for Uie Arts. 
These contiibutions by die Commonwealdi will allow the marine science 
museimi to go forward in implem^tation of its master plan and assist the 
Centa* for die Arts in providing a quality art facility for die residents of 
Virginia Beach and our many visitors. 

Although, die Commonwealdi will be faced widi economic woes of, I 
hope, lessening sevoity over the next two to diree years, it may be some 
time before the General Assembly is able to initiate newjinQgr|pis as was 
commonplace during the preceding four yean. The need for many of diese 
social programs which was traditionally the Commonwealdi's responsibil- 
ity to fund will be placed more and more on die city which is also suffer- 
ing lean economic times. Also, we have the considerations of the seem- 
ingly continued (teierioration of the national economic picture with the 
deficit still not under control and with some measures proposed to control 
die deficit having potentially draconian effects on defense spending and 
tourism which are two of the more important factors in die city's and re- 
gion's economy. 

The coming years will certainly be more challenging dian anydiing die 
city has had to face in die recent past. However, the pivotal event coming 
out of die 1990 General Assembly session was the fact Uiat die Hampton 
Roads' mayors and managers comprising 14 localities fi^om Yorktown to 
Isle of Wight County and die General Assembly delegation representing 
the same area have now come togetho' in a working group. 

The Hampton Roads General Assembly delegation met in a caucus 
almost evCTy Monday during die General Assembly Session and worked 
very hard to promote die regional issues as identified by Hampton Roads' 
mayors and managers. The caucus also looked out fa* other issues as they 
came up diat would affect die region and eidier worked to promote diem or 
dcftat diem as was in the region's best interest This is perh^s die biggest 
step our delegation has taken in many years in working togedier and we 
need to applaud dieir effoits and encourage diem to go forward widi it

Creation of the Development

tion and review. It will issue 
highway permits, administer the 
city's development bonding process 
and distribute development review 
information. 

Development Services staff 
members will lead development re- 
view teams with representatives 
fi-om other affected city agencies. 
Each project will be reviewed col- 
lectively by the team. Previously, 
the multiagency review approach 
required agencies to review plans 
separately. 

The centralized review concept is 
used successfully in other rapid 
growth communities. Implemen- 
tation of this new center in Virginia 
Beach, will focus development 
related communications, improve 
responsiveness and minimize the 
time required for development 
review. It will provide more 
effective service to the devel^ment 



community, create greater efficiency 
for city agencies and serve as an 
incentive for economic develop- 
ment.

Aldiough Arbor Day is a legal holiday in only four states - Florida. Ne- 
braska. Utah, and Wyoming - it is celebrated in most states of die Union, 
including Virginia. 

These observances are die result of one man's love and understanding of 
die role of trees. The word "arbor" comes from die Latin word for "U-ee," 
and die purpose of Arbor Day is to educate children and adults about die 
imoortance of u-ees and of maintaining and protecting our forests and 

woodlands. _,,< .uu tM)nrTian-. i:kt*r .n^vxll „o. 

Most of our holidays commemorate some person or evenlTrom Ote past. 
But Arbor Day is significant in diat it is concerned with posterity. As die 
founder, J. Sterling Morton, once wrote, "Other holidays repose upon die 
past - Arbor Day proposes for die future." 

As editor of Nebraska's first newspaper, Morton wrote many articles 
suggesting diat U-ees were needed as windbreaks on the open prairies. He 
also cited fuel, lumber and shade as odier reasons for forestation and con- 
servation. When a prominent nursey man became governor, he joined 
Morton in diis effort and many great fruit orchards were planted. 

In January of 1872, Morton presented an Arbor Day Resolution to die 
State Board of Agriculture, suggesting that an annual tree-planting day be 
established widi awards to those who planted die most u-ees on diat date. 
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ThepurposeofArbor Day is to educate chih 
dren and adults about the importance of trees 
and of maintaining and protecting our forests 
and woodlands.

This idea generated much excitement and on the designated day of AfMil 10, 
1872. a million trees were planted! 

Two years later, die governor of Nebraska issued a proclamation calling 
on die people to observe Arbor Day. In 1885, the Nebraska legislature le- 
galized die holiday, designating April 22, Morton's birthday, as die perma- 
nent date. Recognizing die national and worldwide interest that resulted, die 
state legislature in 1895 named Nebraska die 'Tree Planters' State." 

Virginia first observed Arbor Day almost 100 years ago in 1892. Our 
city of Virginia Beach has sponsored an Arbor Day celebration for more 
dian 25 years since its own inception. In fact one of die activities in con- 
nection with die commemoration of die city's 25di anniversary was die

The city couiKil has shown love and concern for trees tl.rough the years 
md recratly retoied a pa^osed Tree Planting and Replacement Ordinance 
to the Plamiing Commission fw review and reconmendations. This action 
fcXkmcd a U-mcmth ^jidy by a counctl-appoint»l committee, which pre- 
seiMed an euenave urban forestry orduifflice for refoiestetion and forestation 
of new devek^moits. The tble co-chairmen of this committee were Coun- 
cilwiman Reba McClanan and Councilwoman Naacy Parker, who had 
]Rcvioiisly ser ved o n i he Pl an ni ng Gwnfliissiwi. 

The 17 members of the committee ai^inted to study the tree ordinance 
were businessmen, buil(^, environmentalists, as well as staff personnel. 
Althou^ they lefHesented diverse interests of the community, at the end of 
their ^Kly, they reached a consensus. 

The prraervation and growth of trees should be evoyone's concern, for a 
tree is the voy embodiment of life. Planting a tree is a way to assure con- 
tinuity. It was an ancient custom of the Aztecs of Mexico to plant a tree at 
the birth of a child. In Colonial times, a bride often replanted a tiee from 
her father's ganten in the soil of her new heme. Trees can also be a living 
monument to those who have died. 

One other group in our city has plans to plant trees to honor an historic 
occasi(m. Hie Constitution's Celebration Commission plans to plant a 
grove of historic trees on the grounds of the city-owned Francis Land 
Ifouse. The site for the grove was dedicated during a "naturalization court," 
held ttKre in July 1987 to commemorate the bicentennial of the signing of 
the CcMistitution. 

Our city was one of 100 communities to receive seedlings from trees 
associated with the history of our nation. These trees are now in the city's' 
nursery, and it is hoped they will be mature enough for replanting on De- 
conber IS, 1991, to commemorate the ratification of the Bill of Rights by 
Virginia.

That the city has prevailed in so many different forums on so many 
different issues is a credit to the city council's leadership and the decision- 
making process which led to the selection of the Lake Gastcm project. Fur- 
diermore, that decision-making process has been ratified time and time again 
by subsequent events which all support the proposition that Lake Gaston is 
die best alternative, environm»itally and otherwise. Computer models pre- 
pared by North Carolina, Virginia Beach and the Corps of Engineers have 
demonstrated that the project would not have significant impacts on the 
Roanoke River Basin. 

Groundwater studies by federal, state and local governments, as well as 
deteriorating groundwater conditions, have demonstrated that groundwater is 
not a viable solution. Alternative reservoir sites which result in the 
destruction of significant quantities of weUands have been virtually precluded 
by federal and stale environmental regulations aimed at preserving that pre- 
cious resource. Seawater desalting costs have not declined significanUy in 
recent years because escalating power costs have more than offset new tech- 
nology. Seawater desalting remains a romantically attractive but pro- 
hibitively expensive option. It would cost diree to four times more to de- 
salt seawater dian to build and operate die Lake Gaston project. 

During die six years of permit litigation, die city st^f has made tremen- 
dous progress with respect to preconsuuction activities. The detailed engi- 
neering, plans and specifications as well as die right-df-way acquisition for 
the initial 76-mile segment of the pipeline are virtually complete. The city 
has enacted a connection fee and water rate increases to pay for the project. 
The city has executed a partnership agreement widi Chesapeake to share in 



die project and its costs. 

Where does Uiat leave die city with respect to die Lake Gaston project? 
Certainly, die recent ruling in the federal district court was a giant step for- 
ward to beginning construction. With Uiis ruling, it is fair to say that wc 
can see "die light at die end of die tunnel." This does not mean diat die rest 
of die trip duough die tunnel will be easy. Oppcments to die Lake Gaston 
IHOject are working to interfere widi diis desperately needed public project 
with the same intensity diat city council and die staff are working to im- 
plement it The difference is Uuit Virginia Beach has die facts on its side 
and we will prevail. 

Council has and will be consulting widi die city attorney and die city 
manager to carefully assess die city's current position widi respect to die le- 
gal fflid institutional framewoilc which lies ahead. Following diese delibera- 
tions, the council will, as it has in die past, provide staff with the appropri- 
ate direction, t 

The city has come a long way since the November 1982 decision to pur- 
sue Lake Gaston. It could never have come diis far widiout die hard work 
of die city manager and his {nofessional staff, solid support and leadership 
from city councU, and most of all. die overwhehriing su|qx)rt of the citizens 
of Virginia Beach. 

While there is still a long way to go, diis winning combination will re 
suit in die ultimate implementation of diis de^rately needed public pro 
jecL

The national trend in tourism 
shows that families are shortening 
their vacation length to three days 
instead oi the average 4.2 days. 

Jim Ricketts, director of the De- 
partment of Convention and Visitor 
Devetopment said even though the 
lengths are decreasing, Virginia 
Beach's tourist stay was up to 4.i8 
days last year. With the renovation 
of the resort strip nearing comple-. 
tion, he iaid the numbers should 
increase even nKjre. 

"Original studies showed it 
would increase the number of 
UHuists. It seems to be doing that," 
he said. 

The improvements began in 
1988 with boardwalk beautiflcalion 
and Atlantic Avenue renovations, 
said Barry Franken field, resort 
plannn. 

So far, $4 million has been spent 
to provkle better lighting, benches, 
plants, connector parks and better 
bike paths for the boardwalk from 
2nd to 38th Street. 

"The boardwalk, for right now, is 
completed. There is more we could 
do but we don't have tte funding," 
Frmikenfield said. 

For the past three years the reno- 
vations have been made through 
general a[q)ropriation funds from 
the city. Next year the half-cent in- 
cjcasc in hotel, motel and restaurant 
taxes will pay (<x half and the city 
will pay tiK ranaindo^. 

It has taken two yeu^ to imi»ove 
a series of blocks on Atlantic Av- 
enue from 20th to 25th Street. 
Ov^hejKi utility lines were pUced 
und^round last year, a lane was 
done away with to widen si(tewalks 
and belter lighting has been pro- 
vided. 

The reasoning behind the im- 
provements, Frankenfield said, is 
"to improve the resort area as fv as 
the resort industry and to provide 
mae activitks on the boatlwalk."

iiver since the recent razing^of a Cypress Avenue hotel where 
approximately 30 homeless youths resided, the homeless issue 
has gone rampant. Now, the former occupants of that 
dilapidat«l hotel which didn't belong to them in the first place, 
are demaiKiing that the city provide Jiem with shelter. 

First of all, the youths had no legal right to live in the hotel. 
Then, when the owner of the hotel wants to tear it down, the 
hoaieless act like it was done intentionally to hurt ttem. 

Although the city should not dismiss the presence of the 
homeless, it should not feel obligated to take full responsibility 
for their well being. It is not the city's fault that tfiese people 
have no place to live. That doesn't mean it's the homeless' fault 
eitter. Certainly all of the circumstances are different. 

The city has provided money this past year to various 
organizations and groups to benefit the homeless. These 
organizations, mostly ministries, are available to the homeless. 
Why not take advant^e of them? These groups have opened up 
their churches, places of business and some even their homes 
to house and fe«l the homeless. But the youths involved in the 
hotel ordeal are still screaming for their own place to live. 

What is the solution? Obviously the problem is not going to 
go away, whether the city likes it or not. Maybe the homeless 
will have to depend on the community to help them out, that is 
if the (XMnmunity has any sympathy for them. It's a shame that 
anyone has to be left without a home, especially those with 
mental and physical defects, but some of the homeless have 
chosen to be that way. A former homeless teenager told The 
Virginia Beach Sun this week that she actually had fun living 
on the streets because she didn't have to obey anyone's rules. 
No one, including the city, should have to feel obligated to 
helping someone with that attitude. 

The ministries and other organizations who have donated 
their time and effort to helping the homeless should be com- 
mended. Hopefully all their efforts will be appreciated and rec- 
ognized not only by the homeless but by the entire community.

Concerns Of 911 Systems

I am a student at Tidewater Community College, enrolled in the 
telecommunications management course. A requirement of this course is 
f(x the class to do a study concerning the "Enhanced 91 1 Emergency Ser- 
vices" offered by the cities in the Tidewat^ area. 

During the rec^t study, some major differences i^peared to be found and 
this could have been caused by the lack of information furnished by some 
cities. One or two of the cities wctc reluctant to give any information that 
was requested. It almost seems as if they are uying to hide something. 

Major differences were noted in the original startup cost of the 911 sys- 
tems, the amount of money paid monthly by each city for software updates, 
the montfrfy WH j»id to the telephone companies, and most importantly, 
the amount of money taxed each subscriber. It is my understanding that the 
revenues collected arc to cover the cost of paying for and maintaining the 
system. This doesn't ajqjear to be the case. The figures just don't match. 

The Bihanced 91 1 Emergency Services offered by the cities in the Tide- 
water area is probably the most important service offered, but because of 
this study, it makes a person wonder what is haiq)ening to the tax being 
collected from the consumer.

That gives us 10 years in which to turn America's educational achieve- 
ment and environment around.

Because four of the goals — 
those dealing with readiness for learning, the graduation rate, adult Utcracy. 
and drugs and violence — have as much to do with economic and social 
forces as with what h^pens in schools.

Former Homeless Teer) Relives Her Days On The Streets Where Drugs, Theft Ar)d "Bummmg' 
Were A Way Of Life

All of a soMea. at age IS Nia 
Whittier was fcMrced to grow up 
fast. That's because for six 
months the streets of Virginia 
Beach woe her home. 

Nia, a New Hampshire mttive, 
ran away from home in May 
1986 because of family 
pn^lems, she said She and a 
frieiKl left, with no money, uid 
hitchhiked to Virginia Beach. 

"My friend had an aunt who 
supposedly lived in Newport 
News. When we coildn't find hw 
we came to die Beach," said Nia, 
now 19. 

For the next six months Nia 
and a group of other homeless 
teens spent their days at the Sun 
Dial on 17th Street bumming 
money off of tourists and their 
ni^ts looking for drugs. . 

"We bummed a lot of money. 
We walked on the street asking 
people for a quarter. Some days, 
in an afternoon, you can make 
$30 to $40," she said. 

On a bad day. Nia said other 
"street people" lent her money, 
"otherwise you juat had to steal 
it." 

Nia arrived in Virginia Beach 
with only the clothes on her 
back, so she depended on her new 
friends to steal or lend her clothes 
to wear. 

"Once you get them you just 
change and throw the others 
away; they were so gross," she 
said. 

Her attire at the time consisted 
of various types of black clothing 
and combat boots, and her hair, 
although half her head was 
shaved, was dyed numerous 
colors. 

The hardest part of being 
homeless, Nia said, was finding a 
place to sleep. That is, finding a 
place where the police wouldn't 
find her, she said. 

Her first night as a homeless 
person in Virginia Beach was 
spent in a cardboard box, in a 
park, in the rain. She has also 
slept on top of Star of the Sea 
Catholic Church, in a laundrymat 
and in an abandoned building on 
5th Street that 20 odiCT runaways 
called home. If she was lucky, a 
friend would let her stay at their 
^jartmenL 

A Typical Day 
A typical day for Nia during 



the summer of '86 was to wake 
up from wherever she slept and 
go directly to "the Dial." She 
l»iflied in hotel pools and washed 
her hair and brushed her teeth in 
public rest rooms. She'd spend 
the rest of the day looking for 
money to buy food, drinks and 
cigarettes, laying on the beach 
and just enjoying the boardwalk 
HitertainmenL 

"There's always stuff to watch 
down there," she said. Each day 
various skateboarders and bikers 
would entertain audiences with 
their tricks, ^e said. 

At night the parties began, and 
actxx&ag to Nia, so did the fun. 
Her only care was getting drunk 
iffid smoking poL 

Nia's fun ended in June when 
she was picked up by the police 
and taken to the Tidewater 
Detention Home. That's not 
where Nia wanted to be so she 
walked right out of the home and 
hitchhiked back to the beach. 

Then, when she failed to 
appear in court, the police found 
her again and hauled ha back to 
detention where ^ remained for 
a weekend. The third time she 
visited the detention home she 
stayed for a month. 

"When 1 got there J already 
knew four or five people there 
from the Dial," she said. 

After her st^y at the home, Nia 
was put on a jdiuie, while still in 
custody, and sent back home. 
During a layover in Baltimore, 
Md.. Nia said she ditched die 
police officer and headed back to 
theoceanfrom. 

"I finally got permission from 
my mom to stay down here," she 
said. *** 

But Nia still had a police 
record. Because she traveled 
unsupervised from state to state 
while still in custody, she was 
considered a fugitive. She also, in 
a fit of rage, did $200 worth of 
damage to a police van. 

That is when Detective Tom 
Lewis, who works with 
runaways, stepped in. He 
befriended Nia, put her record 
aside and found her a place to 
live. With her mother's okay, Nia 
moved in to the Dolphin Inn 
wiA her "guardian," a single man 
in his SOs. She and another 
runaway took advantage of the 
free clothes, food and shelter that 
he provided. 

Aldiough she had a place to

lay her head. Nia still didn't get a 
job. In fact, her behavior became 
worse; she started taking LSD, 
h£Ki a drug dealer for a boyfriend, 
slept all day and stayed out all 
night. She was 16 at die time. 

"When you're that age and 
you're living on the street and 
things aren't too bad, it's kind of 
fun. There were no rules," she 
said. 

No Real Danger 

Luckily for Nia she was never 
faced widi any real dmgtt while 
living on die streets. Once, late 
at night, she had nowhere to 
sleep so some strangers told her 
she could sleep in their van. 
When she woke up she was in 
Ocean View widi people she 
didn't know, who refused to take 
her back to die beach. 

AnoUier time Nia went home 
widi a guy she had just met, but 
when she got inside he locked the 
docx-andattadcedher. 

"He was rough, like throwing 
me down rough. I ended up 
getting out of Uiere," she said. 
"Sometimes it's not fun, whai 
you have no place to stay and 
you're dead tired." 

In May 1987, Nia finally got a 
job at an oceanfront store. She 



gave up drugs in March of thai 
year when she had a bad 
expmence with LSD, she said. 

"My act was pretty much 
straightened out when I got a 
job," said Nia. 

In August 1987 Nia became 
involved wiUi Partners Lodge, a 
local ministry Uiat at die time 
was providing food and 
counseling for the homeless. 
Through Partners Lodge she 
became a Christian and joined 
Kempsville B^>tist Church.

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Refuge Improvements Underway 




Activities to improve wildlife 
habitat will get underway at Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge in 
early April. 

Refuge employees will begin 
rehabilitation of the east dike and 
surrounding marshes to improve 
water holding ci^biliUes. and to 
];m>vide for mott dninduit sources 
of food fcnr mignttory birds. 

The work, which will involve 
die use of h6avy eqoij^ent. will 
result in a tent^xxary closure of die 
east dike to public use. 

Refuge Manager AnUiony D. 
Leger said diat die closure is needed 
to ensure visitor safety and to 
reduce potoitial user ranflicts widi 
maintenance workers and 
equipment 

The east dike and connecting 
cross dikes will be closed until 
further notice. These areas are 
expected to be re-opened no later 
dian Sept. 30, 1990. 

Foot and bicycle access to False 
Cape State Park will be maintained 
during die ctosure via the west dike 
and die refuge beach. In addition, 
due to the de-watering of the 
refuge's impoundments, fishing 
will not be allowed in diese areas 
diis summn. 

Also, s^cess for bay fishing will 
not be permitted by way of the west 
dike, due to increased visitor use 
along diis route. Fishing will 



continue to be permitted in the 
refuge headquarter's area and along 
designated sections of die beach. 

Seasonal ck)sures of diis type are 
used by many refuges throughout 
die country to protect wildlife, im- 
prove habitat and ensure public 
safety. When completed, these 
habitat improvements are expected 
to provide increased oppwtunities 
for the public to view wildlife, par- 
ticularly waterfowU 'llwse^an- 
agemcM aetiiitic^ ^Ureicti^' i»#port 
the North American Waterfowl 
Management Plan, an intemaUonal 
agreement between the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico, aimed 
at increasing waterfowl popula- 
tions.

Towrlsa has Im^ h«« a H^jor bMtai^ Following visits by 
noinadic intive AmednM^iring the sunuaer moiiths, nie of Virginia 
Beach's first touri^ visitors was Captain Join Smith. His party reputedly 
anchored off^ S3ni Street and rowed up into Broad Bay through m inlet lato^ 
ck»ed by a major storm. 

Tlie "modon" era ttf tourisn began in the 18808. with gingerbread hotels 
erected by investns. These hotels were gradually Mken by fvn. and by the 
ewiy 19S08 three-story cottage-style wooden hotels lined the boardwalk. 
Hie Seahawk Motel, at 26th Street, was the fintnmcreie and steel medium- 
risestnictnre. In the 19708 and 1980s, the cotti^st^ hotels were replaced 
by suti and concrete structures, and the convoition business began to ma- 
ture. In 1989, the industry included 10.000 rooms and 18,000 employees 
ho^ng 2.5 million visitors a year. Business suffoed a setback in 1989. 
with a slow summer and a significant public relations (towntum occurring 
over Labct Day weekend. 

Traasportation has always been a ni^or issue as it Is to- 
day. The Cape Henry Light House was one of the first federal public 
works [KDJcct ever undertaken. While tte major sea roadways of the Chesa- 
peake Bay and the Atlantic CX;ean are the northon and southern boundaries 
<rf the city, local roads and bridges were very primitive, even well into the 
20th Century. From the early 1800s, writers, commentators and even car- 
toonists lampooned Virginia Beach as being saved by a rudimentary set of 
swampy roads. Holland Road as (Higinally known as Holland Swamp Road. 

Only the arrival (rf die gasoline-powered car goieraied a hard surface road 
system. The first hard surface road between Norfolk and the seaside vUlage 

of Virginia Beach was a two-lane Virginia Beach Boulevard, which opened 
in the 1920$. The 1920s also saw the Ividging of Lynnhavoi Inlet and the 
paving <rf Shore Drive. 

The adequacy of roadwiys has continued as a major public issue to the 
present White gettmg a crop to market is no longer as critical to the bal- 
ance of residents, a woricabte transpntation system is an economic devel- 
opment issue (d the utmost impwtance. 

Virginia Beach's Bodera ecoBomy is largely based on the 
military i»esence. Until World War n and the pmt-war "Cold War," the 
military impact (Hi Virginia Beach had not been significant With the post- 
war growth of the military, and its consolidation in Norfolk in the early 
197Cs. the demand fra- housing in Virginia Beach t»ought another major in- 
dustry, residential housing. The demand for housing saw the conversion of 
thousands of acres of fmdand to readential and commercial uses, and a sig- 
nificant reduction in the economic impact of agriculture in the city's total 
gross ixoducL 

The current slowdown in residential growth p(»es boA a major threat and 
a maJOT opportunity. The Economic Development Strategic Plan should 
position the city as it launches its third economic cycte - that of a post- 
agrarian and post-residential develqmoit economy and in a time that events 
in the Soviet Union suggest major reductions in federal defense expendi- 
tures.

Another source of sand 
for the city has been from the 
Lynnhaven Inlet stock pile. The 
city receives sand from the 
Lynnhaven dredging every two or 
three years. That sand should be 
available next fall, she said. 

There is currenUy a city-owned 
dredge in Rudee Inlet which is 



dredging sand through an inductor 
system, and is being placed on die 
soudi end of die beadi. 

Hie triKks began dumping die 
sand on ISth Street nordi of die 
pier.

No More Dumping 

Department Of Health Tightening Sanitary Regulations For Marinas; Dump- 
ing Of Raw Sewage Creating Public Health Hazard

Virginia Beach boat owners are 
now coming under tighter 
regulations regarding how they 
handle waste at sea. 

Because the dumping of raw 
sewage from boats and vessels is a 
serious health concern, the state 
Board of Health has pn^x>sed sev- 
eral new changes to its Sanitary 
Regulations {(x}^a^ and Boat 
Moorings. 

The regulations' purpose are to 
protect public health by preventing 
the spread of disease, said Cal 
Sawyer, directs of the Division of 
Wastewater Engineering, Virginia 
Dq)artment oi Health. 

"When raw sewage is dumped 
into the water, a public health haz- 
ard is created. The marina regulatory 
program adds protection to the 
shellfish growing areas and plays a 
vital part in the prevention of fur- 
ther condemnations," he said. "In 
addition to the protection of shell- 
fish from contamination sources,

It's a nasty thing to do, but it's being done. Peoplq»?tually 
dump their waste fiom their boats into our waters. Wc same 
waters in which we swim and from which we eat seafood. 

Some boats dump sewage that is chemically treated, which 
means it is bn^en down before it hits the water. But those boat 
owners who simply pour their port-a-potly contents right into 
the ocean should be rqirimanded. 

There are pump-out stations for boat holding tanks at nx)st of 
the area's marina's. If there is not a facility available at one 
particular marina, then the pump-out facility at a nearby marina 
can be utilized. And port-a-potties can be dumped out in any 
rest mom, so there's no excuse for using the ocean. 

Dumping raw sewage into the water is a major public health 
hazard. It can also cause, among other things, contamination in 
shellfish. What a lot of people don't know is that it is illegal to 
dump raw sewage. There are marina regulations that can be 
found in the health laws of Virginia. We all need to abide by 
them to help keep our waters safe and clean. - K.L.D.

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Computerized Traffic Signal System Saves Time

In the late 1970s, the idea that the City of Virginia Beach should have a 
computerized traffic signal system emerged. VDOT agreed to iiwlude a 
computer as a part of a Virginia Beach Boulevard signal fmjjKt in 1979. 
Hov^^ver. the installation of interconnect^c^e, needed to have the traffic 
signals communicate with the<;omiMHer, v/ad left up to Ae city. In 1986, 
City Council agreed to ajqjrqjriate approximately $3 million to a CIP 
projea to accelerate die implementaticm of the citywkle computmzed traf- 
fic signal system. By funding this project, it would save 10 years in get- 
ting the system up and running to its most efficient level. 

The Computerized Traffic Signal System Exi^nsion Project has con- 
sisted of sev^al design, construction and equipment c(Hitracts. Design of 
the intoomnect cable to the Beach Borough began in 1986 with construc- 
tion compteted ui 1987. This was followed by signal retiming contract that 
imptemented new timings in June of 1987. A subsequent (tesign contract 
• consisting of several major arterials included Indian River Road, Princess 
Anne Road, K«npsville Road, Rosemont Ro^, Independence Boaleviffd 
ncM^th of Jeanite Street, First Colonial and North Great Neck Road. This 
constructkm was completed in 1989. 

In 1987, a major design contract was awarded to the consulting firm of

F.R. Harris. This conu^»:t included evaluation of the overall system, 
retiming of majw arterials - spgxmmuxAy 180 traffic signids, evsduathm 
of before and aftw signal timings, and design of remaining segmoits for 
interconnect cable including Hollaml Roal, Pleasure House Road.

Parents, Students, Teachers Siiouid Learn

Recently, the NEA Health Irtformation Network issued a bulletin on the 
use of drugs and alcohol by students. It was an effort to provide teachers 
and other school steers the facts they need to help students and their 
communities understand and modify behaviors that put yomg people at 
risk for disease. The article is reprinted here in hopes that parents, students, 
and teachers will increase their knowledge about substance abuse. 

In the 1950s, it was considered risque to try a cigarette — a regular to- 
bacco cigarette. How times have changed. 

As we cntCT Uie '90s, more than ttiree-quarters of American kids are try- 
ing illicit drugs before the finish high school. According to a survey of 
almost 400,000 students conducted in 1989 by the NaUonal Parents Re- 
source Institute for Drug Education (PRIDE), the use of cocaine and liquor 
increased ovct the last four years among junior high school students (to 1.7 
and 25 percent, respectively), while marijuana use decreased by less than 1 
percent (to 7.6 percent). Beer drinking was at a hefty 38 percent. And these 
statistics apply to youngsters 12 to 14 years old. 

Ttte same survey found that those substances actually were used less by 
seniw high school students than four years ago. But there's a down side to, 
those statistics. Despite the fact that fewer kids currently drink alcohol (61 
percent), smoke marijuana (22 parcent), and use cocaine (4.6 percent), a

peater percentage of users now admit to getting "very high, bombed or 
stoned" than in previous years. ^ • 

Contrary to popular belief, white students are much heavier drug and al- 
cohol users than black students. The 1989 PRIDE survey found that 
among the 42,000 scniOTS quesUoned, 65 percent of whites used alcohol, 
cwni^ed wiUi 37 percent of blacks. Marijuana used among whites was 29 
percent versus 17 percent for blacks and cocaine was used by 7 parent of 
whites vCTSus 4 percent of blacks. The PRIDE survey concludes that "the 
tewiager most likely to be an underage drinker/Ulegal drug user is the white 
male, while the least likely is the black female." 

Black or white, male or female, the most disturbing fact of all is thai 

kids often don't stt^ with mc kind of drug. There appears to be a natura

While some of U»e gain on the three corridors was achieved during the 
off peak periods when the roadways are not overcapacitated, these are 
excellent results. Normally, only 10 percent to 15 percent gains are ex- 
pected on a signal retiming and coordination project This project is show- 
ing 30 percent to 40 pwcent gains with Independence Boutevard exceeding 
50 pcrcCTt HowevCT, the Independence Boulevard results include an exten- 
sion of the right tiim lane onto Baxter Road back to the Route 44 of&amp. 
In additiMi, it was unfortunate Uiat Virginia Beach Boulevard was not in- 
cluded in oiff studies because it was under construction when the "before" 
studies were being taken. It is estimated Uiat the improvements in diis 
corridor exceeded an improvements on the corrklors listed above. 



In terms of monetary savings, the Fednal H^hway Administration has 
dCTived a formula that can cakuUtte a dolte value fw reductions achieved. 
This calculation considers fuel consumptioi saved based on $1.20 a gall^, 
travel time saved based on the minimum wage and wear wd tear on the ve- 
hicle each time it stops, at about 19 cents. Based on tlwsc three corridfMrs, 
Uie savings is estimated to be $3,175,000 per year, which indicates the 
project is more than paying for itsdf. 

So who does this add up to the general public? Well, swne of diis can 
be felt at the gas pump. But for most ^pcaplc the real savings is in tiie real 
savings is in Uie travel time. A one- to two-minute savings has been 
achieved on both Uie Lynnhavcn Parkway and the Kempsvillei/Witehduck 
corridors. The greatest travel time savings was achieved <mi Independence 
Boulevard in the aftwnoon rush hour. In January 1988. before new timings 
were implemented, it took 16 minutes to travel from Jeanne Street to Ed- 
win Drive. In November 1988. after the new timings woe implemented, it 
only took six minutes.

When my grandchilcfaen were younger, they always asked me to read one 
of Aunt Jane's hocks. Som they knew th«n by heart and could "read" 
along with me. Now, at the age of 10 and in the 5th grade, Katie loves to 
read!

I can- 
not help but believe that reading books to {rcscImmI chiklren stimulates in 
them a desire to learn to read fortiiemselves. 

As for me, I am currently reading the hoo-fictioh best-sell^ Megatrends 
2000 by John Naisbitt and ftitricia Aburdene, and find Uieir predictions of 
ten new dira;tions for the 1990s intellectually stimulating. The authors as- 
sert that the most exciting breakthroughs of Uie 21st century will occur not 
because of technology, but because of the expanding concept of what it 
means to be human. 

The book opens wiUi Uiis introduction . . . "We sbnd at the dawn of a 
new era. Before us is the most important decade in tite history of 
civilization, a period of stunning technological innovation, unjmcedented 
economic opportunity, surprising political reform and great cultural rebath. 
It will be a decade like none that has come before because it will culminate 
in the mellenium, the year 2000." 

The author concludes, "Recognition of the individual is the thread con- 
necting every trend described in the book . . . Apoodypse or Golden Age. 
The choice is ours. As we &pptoach the beginning of the 3rd millenium, 
the way we address that question will define what it means to be human." 
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juana continued to function along with tobacco as a gate«^ to illicit drug 
use, with 67 p»cent of marijuana users progressing to other substances. In 
fact, 98 percent of cocaine and heroin uso^ started with marijuana, tiie sur- 
vey found. And in the vicious circle that drug use often instigates, it's typ- 
ic^ for someone in the Uuoes of cocaine witiidrawal to abuse alcohol and 
other sedative-hypnotics, as he or she attempts to alleviate unpleasant feel- 
ings. 

"A youngsto- is usually 13 or 14 before he or she tsdces tiiat first unsu- 
pervised drink," says Charles Deutsch, Sc.D., senior associate for health at 
Education Development Center in Newton, Mass. "And many come 
tiirough it just fme. For othos, a |»ttem of abuse develops. There are very 
few kids on cocaine who didn't previously abuse alcohol or marijuana." 

A pattern of aggression and violence often follows substance abuse. 
"Alcohol contributes to aggressive behavior," says Dr. Deutsch. "Speed 
and cocaine often induce violent bdiavior and, of course, the business of 
selling drugs involves violence." School performance declines and behavior 
IHoblems increase as stodents become more dependent on the dn% scene. 

And risk-taking behavior doesn't stop there. Kids who abuse drugs and 
alcohol usually take other risks as well — wiUi the law, witii sexual 
activity, and with AIDS. "Some kids are promiscuous without drugs or al- 
cohol," admits Dr. Deutsch. "But kids high on drugs engage in sexual acts 



tiiey wouldn't do if Uiey were sober, leaving Uiem vulnerable to tht AIDS 

virus." L 1 J 

Don't expect to find students drinking or doing drugs on school grounds. 
The PRIDE survey revealed U>al most drugs and alcohol arc used before 

school, after school, at night and on weekends. They're used at friends' 
homes, their own homes, in cars and other places in the community; but 
almost neva- in tiie school itself. 

But teachers and school staff can pick up telltale signs of substance 
abuse in a student — and tiiey're in a uniqite position to counter die [vob- 
lem. Teachers and school staff see die same kids every day, says Dr. 
I>eutsch. They have tiie best opportunity to evaluate and intocede. 

'Teachers needn't feel they have to have all tiie answers," says Dr. 
Deutsch. "They must be able to convey concern, a willingness to listen to 
whatever the child cares to say, and a guarantee of complete confidoitiality. 
Their first goal is to keep tiie door open, to {Hovide a safe place to talk."

a press release from die state Board 
of Health. 

"This is just some modification 
to those rules and regulations to all 
marinas and places where boats are 
moored,"'Said Albert F. Golding, 
the Healtii Department's marina su- 
pervisor. 

Under the present regulations, 
marinas are required to have a sani- 
tary facility on shore and equipment 
available to pump boat sewage 
holding tanks and dump stations. 

The revisions will: 

Clarify requirements for addi- 
tional on-shore facilities due to 
public use of dry boat storage 
facilities; provide for possible re- 
ductions in estimates of sewage 
flows when pomanent water saving 
devices are used at boat mooring 
facilities; exempt certain marinas 
from providing boat sewage holding 
tank pump-out service if they ar- 
range a formal agreement with an- r 

otiier nearby marina to provide tiiat 
service; and require sijgns on pump- 
out facilities indicating any fees, 
restrictions and other operating ex- 
penses. 

There are 700 marinas through- 
out tiie state that will be affected by 
tiie nem regulations. There are cur- 
rentiy 11,385 boats registered in 
Virginia Beach, according to tiie 
I^partment of Game and Inland 
Fislteries. 

Charlie Hayes, of Hk; Virginia 
Beach Municii»l Marina, said there 
is a pump-out facility available at 
his marina, alUiough it doesn't get 
usol tiiat oftm. 

The cost to pump out a 10 gal- 
iMi tank is $12 and $5 extra fa ev- 
ery 10 gallons after tiiaL 

T«n Bainkm, of tite Lynnhaven 
Waterway Marina, who also has a 
pump-out station, said his is rarely 

us«l either. 

~ ""Ti^i^ei^ have tiieir port-a- 
poilies. They take it home and 
dump it out when tiiey get tiiere." 
said BojFdcNi. 

Hayes' marina also provides a 
free pwt^pooy dump. 

He said most b(Ms dump tiieir 
waste overboard, but it's treated 
witii ctemicals ti»« taeA tiic wa^ 
down. Boats and vessels are 
permitted to dump waste thw; 
mites offshwe only if it is cltemi- 



cally treated. 1 

"It isn't tiie boaters who are pol- 
luting tiie water. 1 don't tiiink the 
waste is tiie problem. Too many 
people are around the water. You 
can't expect it to be anytiiing but 
dirty," he said 

Sawyer said that a number of 
studies have shown tiiat tiiere is in- 
creased bacterial contamination in 
and around marinas. He said if 
marinas do not continue to provide 
safe sewage facilities to places 
where boats are moored, there will 
be further degradation of tiiese wa- 
ters. 

"At times when there is a lot of 
boat activity in tiie marina tiie bac- 
terial counts go up significantiy," 
said Golding. "Anytime we have a 
body of water that does not have 
good flushing action, there's a 

buildup of bacterial organisms. It 
becomes a public healtii problem." 

Golding said the sewage, which 
is mostiy toilet waste, can be dan- 
gerous if it comes in contact with 
people. 

Both Hayes and Bourdon said the 
water in tiie Lynnhaven Inlet looks 
betto' now tiian it ever has. 

"I honestiy feel people have got- 
ten a lot more careful ^out dump- 
ing stuff," Hayes said 

Bourdon described the water as 
being "clear and pretty." 

For tiie purpose of revising tiiese 
regulations, a Marina Advisory 
Committee has been established.
